We regret tha t so much time wa s occu­ 
pied by citizens a t tha t meeting in dis­ 
cussing the routes proposed a s only one, 
a nd tha t is the Rock Isla nd line, should 
be considered for a moment. There were 
present, a s we lea rn from the Moline Re 
view, representa tive men from Moline, 
Rock Isla nd a nd Da venport.

Bross, of Chica go, spoke in fa vor of the 
ca na l from a Chica go sta ndpoint. 
Ed­ 
wa rd Russell, of the committee on sta tis­ 
tics, ma de a report a s to the commercia l 
va lue of the ca na i.
